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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Newly submitted claims precipitate new 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejections over claims 35-38, 47-48, 
49-53 for the recitation of "having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2" which is open language like the open-language "comprising 
the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2". It is suggested that the claim be amended to recite "consisting of the amino acid sequence 
of SEQ ID NO:2". Also, a 35 USC 102 (e) rejection over claim 35 would be required because "ILLGV (amino acids 109-113 of SEQ ID 
NO:2) are present in SEQ ID NO:2 of the TANGO-77 protein of US Patent No. 6,1 17,654. Furthermore, a new rejection 35 USC 102(b) 
over claims 35-53 as anticipated by Hopp et al. (US Patent No. 5,01 1,912) would be required because of the recitation of "having the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2" which encompasses SEQ ID NO:2 conjugated to a FLAG protein and Hopp discloses antibodies 
to a FLAG protein.
